Night public hearing 
favored on Co. budget

A veteran county supervisor said to­ 
day he felt consideration should be given 
to the proposal for a night public hear­ 
ing on the proposed $45.1 million gen­ 
eral fund expenditures in the 1969-70 
county budget. 
Supervisor 
Daniel 
G. 
Grant, rep­ 
resenting 
Goleta 
Valley and Santa 
Ynez Valley in the Third Supervisorial 
District, 
said he felt it was a “ good 
idea” for such a hearing to allow a 
“ wide spectrum” of public views by tax­ 
payers unable to attend the daytime pub­ 
lic hearings on the budget starting Mon­ 
day, July 7. 
Hie Record had carried a Courthouse 
article recently suggesting that such a 
hearing be held in view of the critical 
property tax situation shaping up in the 
county and the state. 
County Taxpayers Assn. executive sec­ 
retary Daniel Montoro previously had 
said he felt the proposal was a sound 
one which would give many taxpayers 
the opportunity 
to be heard personally 
as to programs outlined in the adopted 
proposed budget. 
The taxpayers group 
has warned that there is a “distinct 


possibility” the 1969-70 
budget might 
cause an increase of 26 to 30 cents for 
the coming tax year, following the 20- 
cent hike that came this year. 
But Grant and Montoro agreed that 
taxpayers, 
at least, should be granted 
the opportunity to attend a budget public 
hearing held during a time when 
they 
were not at work. It has long been the 
contention of many taxpayers that it is 
impossible for them to work and also 
attend daytime 
county public budget 
hearings. 
Other county supervisors — mindful 
of the incipient 
ranchers’ 
tax revolt

a considerable segment of the public 
can attend. 
One Courthouse observer commented:

Ronald Reagan, who attended 
the meeting as an ex-officio regent, crit­ 
icized 
any attempts to retain the area 
as a park, 
calling such action “a con­ 
cession” to hippies and students “ who 
tried to take it by force.” 
The regents also decided the univer­ 
sity-owned 
land near the campus would 
be used as a fenced-in athletic playing 
field and parking lot until construction 
of the apartments begins within a year.

Exploratory study reveals 
city could acquire airport 


An exploratory study on the pos­ 
sible acquisition of Lompoc Airport 
by the City of Lompoc will be pres­ 
ented to the Planning Commission Mon­ 
day by a six-man team from the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California. 
The commission approved the study 
in April and instructed Clinton Sherrod, 
city planning director to serve as ad­ 
visor to the students. 
In their conclusions 
to a lenghtf re­ 
port the six students came to the fol­ 
lowing conclusions. 
— It is possible for the city of Lom­ 
poc to acquire the airport. 
— If Lompoc can assure the county and 
the Federal AviationAdministrationDis- 
trict that it is willing and able to assume 
ownership, 
the Board of Supervisors 
would probably agree to the transfer. 
— There may be some legal and fin­ 
ancial problems involved with respect 
to the transfer of the airport land to 
the city. 
— Lompoc would have a sm aller tax 
base than the Santa Maria District. 
Consequently, more industrial develop­ 
ment would be required. 
— Governmental services for the a ir­ 
port would be improved: 
i.e., fire and 
police protection, trash collection, sew­ 
age treatment facilities, cheaper elec 


trical power, treated water and main­ 
tenance. 
— Lompoc would have to make pro­ 
visions to compensate the fixed base 
operator. In its list of recommendations, 
the students said the city should conduct 
an in-depth study of aJl the financial 
and legal ramifications and should “ not 
overlook the possibility 
of forming an 
Airport District, should taxes prove to 
be excessive. 
The report was assembled by Jerry 
Janicke, D J Talley, D V. Phillips, R L. 
Atkinson, L J Adams and Ted Blanchi, 
all from USC. 
Lompoc explored a proposal to take 
over the airport in 1968, but finally 
dropped the effort after hearings with 
the county's Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFCO), and the county’s 
Airport Committee.

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Odyssey of Ira Hope one 
of great trial, misery 


Unruh seeks party confabs every 
two years to strengthen efforts

The odyssey of Spiridon Na- 
deyeff began deep in the vast­ 
ness of Russia. It is a story 
of privation, humor and pathos. 
And finally, of happiness. 
Nadeyeff is now Ira Hope 
and resides with his daughter 
and husband, Lt. Col. and Mrs. 
Robert Walton, 1009 Ebony at 
Vandenberg AFB. 
The epic begins with Ira and 
touches 
each member of the 
Walton family of six. 
Hope reached the age of ma­ 
turity, only to be caught in the 
cross-fire of World War I and 
the Bolshevik Revolution which 
erupted in 1917. 
As a soldier 
in the Russian Imperial Army, 
fighting Germans in Austria, he 
earned the St. George Cross 
for bravery. To become a Cos­ 
sack, he bought his rank —with 
20 buckets, or 200 quarts, of 
vodka. 
As a White Russian, he fought 
in decisive battles against the 
onslaught of Red Armies along 
the 2,290-mile Volga, Europe’s 
longest river. 
Civil 
strife, 
insurrection and a national war 
continued to take their toll of 
Russian economy and national 
stability. 
There 
was wide­ 
spread hunger. Bloody purges. 
Industrial rigor mortis. 
In 1918, 
a mass retreat by 
the White Russians was effected 
from the Volga. 
The exodus 
took Ira to Biysk, Siberia and 
back to his pregnant wife. Life 
was uncertain; 
death a fre­ 
quent companion. Elena elect­ 
ed to accompany her husband, 
hoping the civil war wuld be 
brief. They left their 11-month- 
old son, Vitaly, with relatives. 
They never saw him again. 
So the flight from western 
Russia to Peking, 
China con­ 
tinued. 
It would take three 
years and thousands of miles 
by horseback, 
sled, 
train, 
even 
camel, but “ mostly by 
foot,” according to Hope. 
Ira 
remembers 
mothers 
abandoning their children by 
the side of the road not having 
any food to give them. 
Man­ 
sions on former1 land estates 
were transformed into hospi­ 
tals for refugees. 
In a village on the Mongol i- 
an-Siberian border, a prema­ 
ture baby girl of seven months 
was bom to Ira and Elena. 
The child died of meningitis 
within 21- years. 
Once, engaged in a skirmish 
in Mongolia, 
Ira felt “ some­ 
thing warm” on the seat of his 
trousers. 
Reaching back, 
he 
felt his hand being smeared 
with blood. He had been shot in 
the thigh. There were no anes­ 
thetics; 
no medical supplies. 
He was forcibly restrained by 
his 
companions as the bullet 
was gouged out with a knife, 
the wound stuffed with tobacco 
ashes and stoppered with fleece 
shaved from someone’s sheep­ 
skin coat 
to arrest any pos­ 
sible infection. The fleece pop­ 
ped out like a cork when the 
wound healed, said Hope. He 
declared that maggots were also 
used to clean out infections. 
By assisting the Mongolians 
in their struggle with the Chi­ 
nese, the title of prince was 
conferred upon Hope by the ap­ 
preciative Dalai Lama. 
After months of floating down 
a river raft, Ira and Elena fi­ 
nally arrived in Peking. 
Hope had become ill. Of the 
hundreds of refugees in the 
march, they were the sole sur­ 
vivors. 
Missionaries in Peking pro­ 
vided a place for convales­ 
cence and free room and board. 
(Hope occupied his time weav­ 
ing wall tapestries for $1 to$ 2 
a month. After four months, the 
couple moved on south to Hang­ 
chow, where Elena 
secured a 
position with a prominent Bel­ 
gium family as governess. 
Ira became a traveling sales­ 
man, 
Oriental style, visiting 
country side 
villages 
to offer 
foreign commodities, including 
many from England. While two 
assistants 
secured the goods 
in their large Oriental pockets, 
four coolies carried the sedan 
chair in which Hope rode. 
Then — ambush. 
In 1925, 
Chinese bandits held up the 
party, between villages lulling 
a., si* coolies and stripping the

Chek,

leader of the local province,

into war drums, forcing 
the family to flee for their own 
safety. 
They dog-legged back north­ 
east to Shanghai on the coast of 
the East China Sea, where 
Hope became employed with a 
British 
police 
for<e 
from 
1926-1944 and for Cal-Tex Oil 
Company. 
During that time, 
three daughters 
were born — 
twins Rita and Mara (Mrs. Wal­ 
ton) and Dina. 
Upon threat of death if they 
stayed in Shanghai when it be­ 
came occupied by the Japanese, 
they applied for their visas to 
the United States, immigrating 
in 1949. 
The future Mrs. Walton pre­ 
ceded them to the United States 
marrying 
in Bell, Calif., in 
1947. 
Rita and Dina also mar­ 
ried and went to live in El 
Paso, Tex. 
After arriving in the United 
States, 
Hope first became em­ 
ployed 
in 
the 
Los Angeles 
Times Building. His inherent in­ 
dustry soon elevated him to his 
own business; 
that of a paint­ 
ing and building contractor in El 
Paso for 10 years. 
In the interim, 
he learned 
more of the American lingo — 
and the difference between the 
word “ painting.’' A fine artist 
of the realistic 
school, 
he 
answered an ad for a painter in 
Tacoma, Wash., where Mara 
and Bob were stationed. He was 
hired. But to his chagrin, he 
soon found himself painting win­ 
dow frames on the barracks at 
Ft.

rapidly, however, 
and went on to become one of 
the best painters on the job, 
according to daughter Mara.

He listed possible methods as 
the direct primary, such as in 
California, open primary cauctw 
ses or direct election at the 
Congressional level. 
Unruh, who headed Califor­ 
nia’s delegation to last year’s 
national convention in Chicago, 
said the proposed 1970 convert 
tion also should write a new 
platform —“ one which reflects 
the party’s views on foreign 
policy and domestic affairs for 
the benefits of the candidates 
at the mid-term congressional 
elections.” 
He said the structure of the 
national committee should be 
changed 
to 
make 
it “ truly 
representative of the party.” 
He said a big weakness of the 
committee is that its structure 
“ is so clearly undemocratic.” 
“ At 
the 
very 
least, 
its 
membership should be selected 
on the basis of proportional 
representation from the states 


depending on population, rather 
than the current basis of two 
members per state regardless 
of size,” Unruh said. 
He told the commission, “ if 
the 
Democratic party is to 
regain the confidence and the 
support of the general public, it 
must first begin to regain the 
confidence and the support of 
the individual Democrat.” 
He said his proposals are 
aimed 
at 
making democrats 
feel they have a stake in the 
party —“ not only in terms of 
programs and policies which 
they can share in framing, but 
in terms of active participation 
in the party machinery at the 
highest levels.”

- High organized games 
Highway improvements 
may prevent 200 deaths 


Two hundred lives will be 
saved annually and 3,900 acci­ 
dents avoided if a multi-million 
dollar program designed to el­ 
iminate trouble spots from Cal­ 
ifornia State highways proves as 
successful as traffic engineers 
and computers predict. 
James A Moe, state direc- 
tor of public works, today an­ 
nounced that during the next 12 
months this organization will 
spend an excess of $24 mil­ 
lion on safety improvements on 
highways now open to traffic. 
The projected savings in lives 
and accidents are based on ex­ 
perience gained from similar 
programs conducted during the 
past three years. During that 
period, 
approximately 
2,000 
projects were completed. 
Recent one year “ before and 
after” studies on a 221-project 
cross section reveal total ac- 
cidents at those locations were 
reduced 22.8 per cent; fatal 
accidents (one or more persons 
killed) 52.8 per cent; fatalities 
61.7 per cent; accidents in­ 
volving injuries 24.6 per cent; 
and property damage only acci­ 
dents 20.9 per cent. 
In preparation for the coming 
program, a computer was used 
to identify exact locations with 
abnormal 
accident 
records. 
Traffic engineers then visited 
each site and determined the 
physical causes and corrective 
actions to be taken. 
Although modifications take 
many forms, all are intended to 
achieve the same purpose —to 
make the thoroughfare more 
compatable to the driver. 
The more common include: 
easing or eliminating curves; 
construction of left turn storage 
lanes; grooving pavement to 
increase 
skid resistance; in­ 
stallation of traffic signals or 
highway lighting; installation or 
modernizing of median barriers 
and guard rail; widening nar­ 
row bridges and short highway 
sections; removal or 
reposi- 


tioning to less vulnerable loca­ 
tions such fixed objects as sign 
posts, light standards, 
and 
drainage structures; and in­ 
stallation of breakaway bas­ 
es on sign posts and light stan­ 
dards located on the right of 
way. 
The increased emphasis on 
this type of state highway safe­ 
ty in California is reflected in 
the amounts earmarked for the 
program. It was funded with 
$6,739,000 in the 1965-66 fiscal 
year, $10,214,000 in 66-67, $17,- 
741,000 in 67-68 and approxi­ 
mately $22,264,000 in the cur­ 
rent fiscal period that ends June 
30. All funds werederivedfrom 
highway user taxes. 
With each increase in financ­ 
ing, the annual fatality rate on 
California 
highways 
has de­ 
creased although the national 
rate has gone the other direc­ 
tion. 
The 
1965 California State 
highway fatality rate was 4.79 
deaths per 100-million vehicle 
miles of travel — a year in 
which these highways carried 
45.9 - billion traveled miles. 
This fatality rate was reduced 
to 4.47 in 1966 when 49.1-bil­ 
lion miles were traveled, to 
4.36 In 1967 when 51-billion 
miles were traveled, and last 
year to the lowest rate in mod­ 
ern times - 4.05 - when trav- 
el on the system reached 53.9- 
billion miles.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
state budget, $27.2 million less 
than 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
proposed, 
has 
been placed 
before the Senate by the upper 
house’s Finance Committee. 
The $6.19 billion spending 
program was formally present­ 
ed to the Senate Friday by 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Randolph Collier, ELYreka. A 
final vote on the budget was set 
for Monday on the Senate floor. 
The committee restored a 
$11 million appropriation which 
had 
been 
deleted 
by 
the 
administration in line with its 
proposed closure of Modesto 
State Hospital. The administr£k 
tion plans to begin gradually 
closing the hospital July 1. 
In acting to maintain state 
support of the hospital, commit­ 
tee members appeared to be 
ready 
to 
fight to keep the 
hospital open. 
“ We felt we should not cut 
Modesto State Hospital at this 
time... because the needs ofthe 
area ought 
to be surveyed 
carefully before such drastic 
action,” Collier told the Senate. 
About $16 million ofthe$27.2 
million committee reduction in 
the 
budget 
was 
made 
in 
proposed construction projects. 
Collier said the state’s inability 
to 
sell 
bonds 
caused 
the 
scrapping of certain buildings. 
The committee also cut back 
the 
appropriation 
for 
the 
California 
Exposition. 
The 
governor 
recommended 
a 
$650,000 operating budget for 
Cal Expo next year but the sum 
was reduced to $392,500. 
Collier said the state must 
decide soon to “ either make it 
a success 
or lock 
it up and 
forget it.” 
When the Senate passes its 
budget, the measure will go to 
the Assembly, where the lower 
house has stalled its version. 
Democrats 
demanded 
more 
money 
for 
schools, 
a tax 
reform bill and an $85 million 
spending cutback before they’ll 
vote for it.

Country churches find 
survival is a problem

Still surviving in America’s 
rural counties are upwards of 
100,000 Protestant churches. 
Most 
of 
these 
"country 
churches” have congregations 
of 200 people or less. They have 
a hard time raising enough 
money to pay a pastor —even 
on a part-tim e basis. In sm aller 
churches, 
it som etim es is a 
struggle just to pay for heating, 
lighting 
and 
repairing 
the 
building. 
Each year, hundreds of rural 
churches quietly give up the 
ghost. Some merge with larger 
churches 
in 
nearby 
towns. 
Some just go out of business. 
Leaders of m ajor Protestant 
denominations have been in­ 
clined to regard this trend as 
inevitable and, on the whole, 
desirable. It is, they say, the 
religious manifestation of the 
massive population movement 
into urban areas that has also 
eliminated thousands of country 
stores and little red school- 
houses. 
From this prevailing view­ 
point, a vigorous dissent is now 
being raised by one of the 
nation’s most respected church 
planners, Dr. Lyle E. Schaller. 
Schaller, a social scientist 
now in the Methodist m inistry, 
argues in the current issue of 
The Lutheran magazine that 
country 
churches 
should be 
kept alive because they are 
fulfilling a vital need. 
He acknowledges that a sm all 
church is "uneconomical” in 
the sense that its operating 
costs per member served are 
apt to be twice as high as those 
of a 
congregation with 500 
members or more. 
But 
it 
is 
a 
fallacy, 
he 
contends, 
to 
equate 
sm all 
churches with country stores 
and one-room schools. When a 
rural store closes, its custtv 
m ers perforce drive to the 
nearest town to shop in the 
superm arket. 
When 
a rural 
school closes, its students are 
transported 
by 
bus 
to 
the 
consolidated school in town — 
whether they like it or not. 
"But when the church down 
the road closes or m erges with 
the larger congregation in the 
county seat, people do have a 
choice,” Schaller points out. 
"They can start attending a 
different church. Or they can 
drop out of the church-going 
habit.” 


They are strongly tempted to 
do the latter, for an obvious 
human reason: "It is much 
easier to walk into a strange 
store to shop than to walk into 
a strange church and become a 
part of the worshipping com miv 
nity.” 
Another reason for keeping 
sm all churches alive, in Schal- 
le r’s view, is that they provide 
a "sense of community” that is 
often conspicuously lacking in 
larger congregations. And the 
warm human fellowship of a 
sm all 
congregation 
may 
do 
more to foster religious devcv 
tion than the superior preach­ 
ing, 
religious education and 
counseling services that maybe 
available in a large church. 
Schaller doesn’t rest with the 
a r g u m e n t 
that 
country 
churches should survive. He 
goes on to suggest a practical 
way in which they can survive. 
The trick, he says, is for 
laymen to take over many of 
the 
functions -including the 
conduct 
of 
Sunday 
worship 
service's 
-traditionally 
per­ 
formed by ordained m inisters. 
This makes it possible for one 
pastor to serve several rural 
churches at once. 
The pastor’s role becomes 
that of trainer and teacher — 
the professional who coaches a

Powell case 


The real significance of the “ Warren court’s” latest and 
(many w ill hope) last judicial bombshell does not lie in the 
specifics of the distasteful Adam Clayton Powell affair. 
What the court did was merely to reaffirm the basic consti­ 
tutional principle that the people exercise the sovereign power 
in the choice of their representatives. They may elect a saint 
or 
a sot, a philosopher or a philanderer, so long as he is at 
least 25 years of age, has been a U.S. citizen for seven years 
and is a resident of the state he was elected in. Congress has 
no right to pass on their judgment. 
Congress does, however, have the power to expel mem­ 
bers who have brought disgrace and dishonor upon their 
high office. Unfortunately, in the case of Powell, the House 
chose the path of exclusion rather than expulsion, thereby set­ 


ting itself up for a collision with the judicial branch of govern­ 
ment and — if anybody really wants to press the matter that 
far — a serious constitutional crisis. 
But outraged as many are by Powell’s past behavior and 
the Supreme Court’s seeming vindication of him, he is cer­ 
tainly not worth letting things come to such a pass. 


This is an instance where “ the law’s delay” may be a very 
useful thing. Let the lawyers take it over now and engage in all 
the legalistic ploys and counterploys so dear to their hearts. 
Let passions cool while the case makes its slow way through 
the maze of the law. Let Powell wait as long for his back pay 
as he has made others wait for justice in the slander action that 
started the whole mess so many years ago. 


Grecian style 


The young regime in Greece, born out of revolutionary and 
counter-revolutionary 
turmoil 
and having been subjected to 
unceasing criticism from liberals around the world as well as 
from numerous Greek exiles, is naturally sensitive about its 
image in the eyes of foreigners. 
Thus it bristled at an article in a recent issue of Look mag­ 
azine accusing it of squashing liberty, imprisoning political 
opponents and running no less than a “ government by torture.” 
In an official statement issued by the Royal Greek embassy 
in Washington, Prime Minister George Papadopoulos claims 
the article was based on the “ imaginary and malignant accu­ 
sations produced by a mentally deranged person.” 
He invites the magazine “ to send over to Greece a duly auth- 


orized representative with the purpose of investigating the 
truth. 
He could be accompanied by the person who supplied 
the writer with false accusations and whose freedom, safe 
conduct and expense will be fully covered by the Greek govern­ 
ment.” 
Fair enough. The prime minister should have quit while 
he was ahead. But then he concludes: 
“ I further declare that should the truth of the facts men­ 
tioned in the article be established, I will not hesitate to order 
the execution of those found responsible right here in Consti­ 
tution Square (in Athens), and I shall assume full responsi­ 
bility for it.” 
So much for due process in Greece.

'World report by Henry J. Taylor 
Reds act fast 


VIENNA. — Like Red Hungary’s sugary 
appeal for American tourists — this 
journalist, albeit, excluded by anofficial 
blackball — the recent visit here of Hun­ 
garian Minister - President Jeno Fock 
was a pitch for the West’c hard curren­ 
cies. The Austrian shilling is now back­ 
ed by more than a hundred per cent in 
gold. 
Fock 
probed the 
Austrian government 
with his thoughts and 
speeches 
1 i k e a 
crooked 
gambler 
fanning 
a 
deck of 
cards. As Reds are 
doing in our coun­ 
try, it was all dedi­ 
cated to contaminat­ 
ing the flow of public 
opinion. 
But Fock’s visit carried the aroma of 
barbed wire, of the sentry dogs and sec­ 
ret police, and of the buried terrors 
practiced by his Red regime less than 
60 miles away. He was lucky to get out 
of Austria with his skin intact, for piti­ 
able and knowing Budapest - persecuted 
Hungarian refugees are everywhere in 
Vienna. And their relatives left behind 
sleep each night with one eye open, wait­ 
ing for the knock. 
At Budapest’s Central prison the execu­ 
tions occur at 5 o’clock in the morning. 
Escaped Hungarians w ill tell you: “ You 
never know the day. You only know the 
hour.” No Hungarian or seized foreign­ 
er is ever warned in advance that he 
or she is to be liquidated. 
This is likewise confirmed for Red 
Czechoslovakia by Czech-born Amer­ 
ican citizen Vladimir Kazan - Komarek, 
long held in prison in Prague, and whose 
brother Miroslav served 10 years in 
jail merely because he knew him. 
Among Viennese, probably the most 
famous of Budapest’s secret executions, 
which even Fock did not have the gall 
to deny, were those of 57 Hungarian 
youths at the university, 46 boys and 11 
girls. Held incommunicado, all were 
hanged in the Central Prison courtyard, 
each girl on the day she reached her 
18th birthday, each boy when he reached 
his 21st. 
Fock’s “ bridge - building” foray he re, 
a transparent fraud from which we should 
draw our own lesson in the United States, 
was a total failure. The Austrian people 
know that the Red leopard has not chang­ 
ed its spots. 
Located on the Hungarian - Czecho­ 
slovakian frontiers, Austria looks upon 
some West - East trade as an economic 
essential. But it astounds the Viennese 
that we in far-off America, fighting 
communism in Vietnam and elsewhere, 
should fall into this trap. Trade gives 
aid. When we help a Communist form 
of government, we undermine the se­ 
curity of the United States. 
The chief of our State Department se­ 
curity forces, in turn, charged with pro­ 
tecting our embassies and consulates 
abroad, tells me here that his 
group 
finds our Budapest and Prague embas­ 
sies the most heavily “ bugged,’’ infiltra­ 
ted and molested of any we maintain 
behind the Iron Curtain. For example, 
when a microphone was unearthed re­ 
cently in the ambassador’s office and 
three more in his Budapest residence, 
the embassy did not even protest it, 
this was so usual. 
All U.S. embassies by necessity em­ 
ploy a country’s nationals as subordinate 
clerks, translators, chauffeurs, etc. In 
Hungary, we are required to have these 
assigned to us only by the Communist 
Party employment headquarters. 
Even so, the secret police constant, 
ly harass them. One after another they 
disappear from their U.S. embassy jobs. 
Recruiting their replacements is an end­ 
less and tragic embassy problem. “ If 
you have worked for the Americans, a 
mark is put on you,” replacements con­ 
fide when embassy officials try to ob­ 
tain them. 
As 
one 
result, American chargee 
Frank Mehan reports from Budapest, our 
installation is hopelessly understaffed. 
Moreover, Melan states, even ourdiplo- 
matic - pouch couriers are repeatedly 
delayed and harassed at the Budapest air­ 
port and our embassy’s importation of 
needed equipment, including new cable 
coding machines, is made nearly impos­ 
sible. 
In contrast, grafting Red officials have 


a deal with several Austrian automo­ 
bile dealers here. These dealers are 
bootlegging into Hungary about 200 Amer­ 
ican cars a year, brazenly listed on the 
bills of lading, when driven across the 
frontier, as “ gift packages.” The graft­ 
ing Budapest nabobs instruct the custom 
guards to wink at this and let the cars 
pass. 
Without such graft, the Communist 


red tape usually bogs down everything. 
Yet the Reds can act fast when they 
want to: Witness the all but instantan­ 
eous official blackball of this writer 
by the Hungarian embassy here literally 
within minutes after his passport was 
presented for an entrance visa.

Lindsay in race 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Though Mayor John V. Lindsay is a 
beaten Republican, he is far from out of 
it 
as a candidate for re-election this 
fall. 
It is even possible to argue that he is 
in a better position than if he had de­ 
feated State Sen. John J. Marchi, the win­ 
ning GOP nominee who topped him by just 
a bit more than 5,300 votes. 
Two weeks before the primary, Lind­ 
say himself wondered aloud to two re­ 
porters whether it was good or bad 
for him to capture his own party’s nom­ 
ination. 
He was elected in 1965 by a com­ 
bination of liberal Republicans and Dem­ 
ocratic votes. In that campaign he was 
seldom identified as Republican, and his 
Conservative party opponent, writer Wil­ 
liam 
F. Buckley, siphoned off a big 
share of the basic city GOP vote. 
Running 
for 
the 
rest of this year as 
the designated nomi­ 
nee of New York’s 
small Liberal party, 
Lindsay may hear- 
after appeal not only 
to much of the same 
constituency 
which 
elected him before, 
A 
but also to the blacks 
^ 
and 
Puerto Ricans 
who stayed within the 
Democrats in 1965. 
For nearly 
six months, Lindsay 
has been muting the fact that he devel­ 
oped a strong following among blacks 
and Puerto Ricans during his first term. 
With obvious discomfort, he hammered 
away at “ law and order” and fiscal 
soundness themes which he knew were 
dominant in this primary. 
The device did not help him. 
For one thing, Marchi’s stuff on law 
and order was sterner then the mayor’s 
For another, Lindsay, in this posture, 
evidently was not plausible to Republic­ 
an voters who paint him as a “ cobbler” 
of minorities and as “ permissive” to­ 
ward campus violence. Thirdly,many 
of these same Republicans never liked 
him in the first place. 
It was always apparent to campaign 
experts in New York, furthermore, that 
if the GOP primary vote went beyond 
200,000 ( of a total registration of 


629,000), Lindsay’s chances would dim­ 
inish. The actual primary vote of 281, 
000 was just big enough to do him in. 
The reasoning on this score was 
simple. Half the GOP registered vote is 
of Italian descent, as is Marchi. A sub­ 
stantial proportion of those Republicans 
who have been coming to the polls in 
recent elections have been voting, nol 
for GOP nominees, but for rival Con­ 
servative party candidates wherever they 
seemed respective alternatives. 
Lindsay had to hope that the vote 
would be small, that he could, be a 
sophisticated telephone- and computer op­ 
eration, pinpoint his supporters anc 
get them out, that he could in some 
degree “ de-fuse” the hate his own polls 
showed voters had built up toward him. 


Yet 
evidently not enough 
of that 
made itself felt to overcome Marchi’s 
handicaps as a man with insufficient 
money, little public identity and un­ 
tested organizational support. 
The “ law and order” mood which 
helped Marchi cast Lindsay into the 
Republican discard also worked on the 
Democratic side, of course, to nom­ 
inate City Controller Mario Procacc- 
ino over former Mayor Robert Wag­ 
ner and Puerto Rican Leader Herman 
Badillo. 


Plainly, Proceccino’s “ safe streets” 
campaign made its dent. But it may 
be premature to lump his vote with 
Marchi’s and say New York is going 
full speed down the same “ law 
and 
order” route taken by Los Angeles 
and Minneapolis in their recent eP 
ections for mayor. 
Procaccino’s winning 252,000 votes 
were followed closely by Wagner’s 221, 
000 and Badillo’s 215,000. Together with 
a combined 80,000 for also-runs Rep. 
James Scheuer and writer Norman Mail­ 
er, Procaccino’s opposition got 67 per 
cent of the 767,000 Democratic vote. 


That 
opposition, including blacks, 
Puerto Ricans and at least the middle- 
to upper income levels of the big Jew­ 
ish vote, represents Lindsay’s fall hunt­ 
ing ground. Although he may score in 
that hunt, he may never regain what he 
lost this June as a national Republican 
figure.
